He did not need to 

step off the plane into a Russian 
limousine. 

They attempted to put him 
in his place. They reminded him 
of the millions killed by the 
ruthless German Gestapo units. 
They repeated the atrocities, 
the women raped, fathers and 
children shot, the homes burned. 

The Old Man didn’t wince. 


Chance 

Like Ernest Hemingway’s Old 
Man and the Sea, he had hooked 
his big fish — the chance 
at a united Germany. The diplo- 
matic sharks of the Commas- 
nist capital were biting away 
at it. But he fought them off. 

Hitler? Why Hitler had put 
him, Adenauer, in jail. 

He and millions of others 
didn’t like Hitler: or the war 
Hitler began. 

And here he made them 
wince, He mentioned that other 
foreign nations had assisted 
Hitler in the war. He said that 
he, the old man, had been in 
jail at this time. 

The Russians grew silent. 

The Old Man from Bonn had 
thrown the  Stalin-Ribbentrop 
pact in their face—the mutual 
assistance and peace treaty be- 
tween the Nazis and Stalin. It 
was cynically contrived to per- 
mit Germany to give all her at- 
tentions to conquering the West. 

Adenauer is the first man since 
the war ended with the courage 
to puncture the pious anti-Nazi 
front which the Russians have 
so long preserved. He reminded 
them there had been a time 
when Hitler and the Russian 
Communists had embraced and 
made common cause. And that 
it had been the Nazis who broke 
away, not the Russians. 

It is a brave thing to do. 

It is, too, quite a commentary 
on diplomacy of our time. Twice 
at Geneva the diplomats have 
been almost saccharine sweet, 
carefully stepping on no toes. 
It remained for a tough old so- 
cialist, Konrad Adenauer, repre- 
senting a people defeated in 
two wars, to stand up to the 
Fancy Dan diplomats from the 
Kremlin. 

The Russians obviously were 
startled—an& moved to grudging 
admiration. 

Back of 
memories. 

The. Russians matched the 
Nazis for bloody, ruthless, need- 
less killings. 

But, the Germans were, in a 
sense, the worst since they 
made a profession of it, basing 
it on a theory of racial superi- 
ority. They debased and killed 
men, women and children be- 
cause the Nazi theory was that 
any persons not racially pure 
or equal to the racial standards 
laid down by Hitler’s sociolo- 
gists, were not really human 
beings.

Nuernberg 


It will never be possible for 
me to think of Hitler’s Germany 
without remembering the Nuern- 
berg trials ... the prisoners in 
the docks and the long parade of 
witnesses. They came to the 
stand day after day—men whose 
bones had been crushed in 
torture: men who limped or 
came on crutches to have their 
say. Women came, some broken 
and defeated; some still full 
of fight though the scars and 
the prostitution tatoos were yet 
on them from their days in the 
concentration camps, 

The clothing of the dead who 
were killed in the gas chambers 
—especially the bundles of 
children’s things—these cried 
out with a terrible, though mute, 
eloquence. They still cry out 
against those who preach right 
by reason of race, and against 
Ku Kluxery principles. 

None wishes to assist a re- 
vival of German nationalists. 

But, Old Man Adenauer, whom 
Hitler had in jail when he and 
Stalin shook hands — was ten 
feet tall in Moscow. One won- 
ders how agitated was the shade 
of the Austrian house painter— 
seeing Adenauer in the Krem- 
lin?

A Cruel Deception? 


It is, of course, inevitable that tax 
cuts will be a major campaign issue in 
1956 and that all consideration of taxes 
in the next session of Congress will be 
with the election in mind. 


It is inevitable and regrettable. 


The danger lies in the fact that in the 
quest for votes both political parties will 
try to outdo each other in giving tax re- 
lief with highly questionable effects on 
the national economy and the national se- 
curity. 

Everybody wants lower taxes, natural- 
ly. But the truth of the matter is that the 
demand for increased services from gov- 
ernment has not lessened. 

The Eisenhower administration actual- 
ly is spending more this year on civilian 
functions of government than was ever 
spent before except for two years of the 
Truman administration. It has plans for 
further increases—a multibillion-dollar 
road-building program and a similar pro- 
gram for federal aid to schools to keep 
pace with the nation’s growth and ex- 
panding economy. 

As pointed out in an editorial re- 
printed on this page today from the Mil- 
waukee Journal, we -are nearing a bal- 
anced budget. Excessive tax cuts while 
increasing spending would make this a 
dream—not to mention the little items of 
reducing the national debt and inflation. 

If a balanced budget were to be 
achieved under such conditions, cuts 
could come from only one place—further 
and perhaps unwise slashes in the defense 
structure. Even though conditions seem 
to have improved in the world, they have 
done so because we've been willing to 
spend enough to back up diplomacy with 
military strength. We cannot now relax 
our vigilance. 

Promises of tax cuts while increasing 
services is a cruel deception of the 
American people. The two are not come 
patible and never have been even though 
politicians have played the same old 
theme from time immemorial. 

Any program for tax cuts should be 
motivated by the nation’s total needs in- 
stead of a reckless desire for votes, And 
the time to balance the budget, pay on 
the national debt and catch up on delayed 
public works projects is during periods of 
maximum prosperity.

Stone Mountain Should 
Be Bought for a Park 


Stone Mountain is in the news again, 
as it has been sporadically for the last 
30 years. 

The great granite dome with the un- 
finished memorial to the Confederacy on 
its sheer side may be sold by the Venable 
heirs to private interests. At least some 
of the owners report that they have been 
offered a sum considerably larger than 
the state’s offer of $478,000 for the moun- 
taln and surrounding acreage. 

Stone Mountain is a spectacular thing 
and could be developed into one of the 
prime tourist attractions in the country. 
Since the abortive attempt to develop it 
in the twenties, however, no civic group 
has shown enough enterprise or vision to 
carry through with the original plan, al- 
though there has been a great deal of 
conversation and maneuvering over the 
mountain. 

The owners of the mountain certainly 
are entitled to the best possible price for 
their property. Yet what a tragedy it 
will be for Georgia if the state or De- 
Kalb County allow the mountain to fall 
into the hands of promoters and ex- 
ploiters.

the $64,000; “I belong to a very proud 
organization and the answer is—go!”’ 

The captain then proceeded to knock 
off a very complicated question. He de- 
scribed in detail each of five dishes and 
two wines served at a Buckingham Pal- 
ace dinner in 1939. The menu was given 
him, as published, in French. 

For Georgia, of course, the show had 
a special appeal. Mrs. Myrtle Lee Power, 
a grandmother who spent most of her 
life in Buford, Ga., reached the $16,000 
mark by answering baseball questions. 
Now a resident of New York, Grandma 
Power knew the batters and the order 
im which they struck out when Carl Hub- 
bell famned them in the 1934 All-Star 
game—Gehrig, Ruth, Simmons, Jimmy 
Foxx and Joe Cronin. 

Already voted the favorite Brooklyn 
Dodger fan for 1955 and presented with 
box seats to the world series, Mrs. Power 
has a fine philosophy. Asked at $8,000 
whether she would take it or go for $16,- 
000, she said, “I care here with nothing. 
If I leave with nothing I won't bé any 
worse off than when I came. I'll go.” 

Come to think of it, Mrs. Power 
sounds like a good recruit for the Marine 
Corps. We hope she, too, can go on to 
$64,000 and take it home. For her we 
advise spending it in riotous living and 
im attending every spring training season 
amd every scheduled game during the 
rest of her life. And we think she will.

In Error on Contract 


Rome—On September 6 The 
Constitution reprinted on its edi- 
torial page an article from the 
Wall Street Journal entitled ‘‘Rig- 
ging the Rules Shows the U.S. in 
a Poor Light.”’ 


After informing the reader that 
the Defense Department, in award- 
ing the contract for electrical ma- 
chinery at the Chief Joseph Dam, 
ignored the low-bidding English 
Company in favor of an American 
firm whose bid was nearly a mil- 
lion dollars higher, it goes on to 
say that “the American taxpayers, 
the truly forgotten, will have to 
fork up an extra million dollars 
just so a domestic firm can get 
the business.”” I think that a 
closer examination of the circum- 
stances may prove the latter al- 
legation to be the non sequitur of 
the . year. 

In order to enable your readers 
to compare the bids on an equit- 
able basis so that they may better 
determine which will actually 
cost them the least, you should 
publish the actual amount bid by 
each company instead of simply 
giving the difference. Then you 
should deduct the import duty (if 
any) from the English bid. From 
the domestic. bid you should de 
duct the estimated tncrement in 
federal and state corporate income 
tax and the estimated’ increment 
in federal and state personal in- 
come tax of the domestic com- 
pany’s employes. 

In addition, the domestic bid 
should, in all fairness, be di- 
minished by the extra cost of com- 
plying with the Walsh-Healy Act, 
which imposes a variety of mi-

Tax Cut Proposals Are 
Politics of the Worst Sort ° 


No sooner is there a prospect that the federal government may 
achieve a budget balance, for the first time in the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration and the fourth time in a quarter century, than politicians 
and taxpayers alike are hoping to thraw it out of balance again. 


In announcing’ the prospect for 
next June 30, Secretary of the 
Treasury Humphrey did pay his 
respects to the rule of fiscal sound- 
ness in time of prosperity when 
he said, ‘I don’t believe in cutting 
taxes on borrowed money.” That 
is, a tax cut should properly be 
made possible by a surplus, not 
merely a balance. 

But then even the cautious, ‘‘hard 
money’’ Humphrey opened the 
floodgates for the Congress that 
will reconvene in January by add- 
ing that tax cuts might be feasible 
in anticipation of getting into the 
black. And he seemed to give his 
blessing to a priority for tax reduc- 
tion over debt reduction by sug- 
gesting that the present debt level 
‘is here to stay as long as defense 
costs dominate. 

If congressmen of both parties 
needed a peg on‘ which to hang 
their election year tax cutting 
plans, now they have it from im- 
pressive authority, Humphrey ap 
parently is preparing to live with 
the inévitable. Unless his calcula- 
tions are way off, or conditions 
suddenly worsen, lower taxes in 
1956 are as sure as death,

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It'is an abiding article of faith 
among politicians that the average 
voter wears blinders and looks at 
nothing but his tax bill. This does 
not compliment the intelligence of 
the American public. It assumes 
they are too dumb to know, or 
care, that a tax cut which causes 
a deficit and therefore more bor- 
rowing, is a fake insofar as it is 
claimed to be a ‘‘saving’’ to the 
American people. 


It would be a happy miracle if 
congressmen, €éven in an election 
year, should discover that vast 
numbers of their constituents really 
do understand that debt can never 
be reduced except in prosperity 
when the money is obtainable. Why 
shouldn’t it be just as welcome 
news to voters that a prospective 
budget balance forecasts a start 
at paying some of our old bills? 

Or is it indeed a sorry fact that 
a few dollars’ tax cut can bribe 
us into forgetting that every man, 
woman and ‘child of us is carrying 
$1,700 of federal debt . (average) 
and paying $42.50 annual interest 
on it?

St. Paul drew attention to the 
fact that all of life must be focused 
in spiritual perspectives: ‘‘Wheth- 
er therefore ye eat, or drink, or 
whatsoever ye do, do all to the 
glory of God” (I Cor. 10:31), At 
another time, writing I presume 
to persons who enjoyed good food 
as much as you or I and, perhaps, 
gave too much time and strength 
te the acquiring of it, he said, 
‘The Kingdom of God is not meat 
and drink’’ (Romans 14:17).

In today’s falling farm prices and reduced farm income, the Re- 
publicans are beginning to recognize frankly and publicly the party's 


most disturbing political threat, in 


fact the only cloud of much conse- 


quence on a horizon otherwise rosy with iridustrial prosperity and a 


booming stock market. 

The significant fact politically 
for the Republican Party is that 
when there is farm distress Re- 
publicans in agricultural ‘areas of 
the Midwest and West, as well as 
their representatives in Congress, 
who otherwise are most conserva- 
tive, can suddenly go berserk and 
become rampant radicals. It is 
then that the rift shows up the 
Eastern, industrial wing of the 
party which has the city attitude 
about farmers and their demands. 

In the farm depression that de- 
veloped during the 1920s and was 
obscured for so long to the domi- 
nant Eastern managers of the 
Harding-Coolidge-Hoover adminis- 
trations by the glare of a stock 
market boom and seeming ‘“‘pros- 
perity,”’ it was Republicans from 
the West and Midwest who inspired 
and led the fight here in Congress 
for drastic measures of relief. 
There was the McNary-Haugen 
bill, which both Presidents Cool- 
idge and Hoover vetoed and the 
so-called export debenture plan 
sponsored by another Republican, 
Sen. William E. Borah of Idaho. 

Warnings that came from suc- 
cessive delegations of farmers who 
came here pleading for relief were 
borne out when the depression fi- 
nally hit the East and its indus- 
trial empire. Subsequent analyses 


by economists assigned some of 


the blame for the over-all depres- 
sion to the extended depression on 
the farms that preceded it and took 


farmers out of the market for 
goods produced by industry. 


Currently, the farm controversy 


rages about a choice between rig- 
id price supports for basic crops 
at 90 per cent of parity, espoused 
by the Democratic leadership, and 
the sliding, flexible scale which 
Republicans substituted by a law 
enacted in the 83rd Republican 
Congress. In thé first session of 
the Democratic 84th Congress that 
recessed a few weeks back, Dem- 
ocrats put a bill through the House 
to restore rigid price supports at 
90 per cent of parity by a slim 
margin—206 to 201; but it was not 
acted upon by the Senate. 


What is meeded is some longs 
range solution, which would prob- 
ably embrace varied remedies and 
take time to work out..It is hardly 
possible that such could be enact- 
ed in the political pre-election at- 
mosphere what will prevail in the 
coming session of Congress.

Mack G. Hicks of the Rome circuit Wednesday ruled in fa- 
vor Of the Cartersville Board of Education in the city’s 
bitter school superintendent dispute. 


Judge Hicks, sitting for Bartow 
Superior Court Judge J. H. Pas- 
chall, ruled that a petition filed 
on behalf of Jack K. Acree—city 
schools superintendent prior to 
hig Aug. 12 discharge by the 
board on four counts of “‘ineffi- 
ciency’—was ‘‘without merit.” 
The petition sought to void the 
distharge. 

The plaintiffs (Acree interests) 
maintained that the superintend- 
ent’s discharge was “‘politically 
inspired.’’ William A. Ingram, 
chief counsel for Acree, said the 
decision would be appealed to the 
Georgia Supreme Court. 

A crowd assembled in the Bar- 
tow County courthouse to await 
Hicks’ decision broke into ap- 
plause as Acree appeared on the 
scene. The crowd later received 
the verdict in stunned silence. 

Acree, after the announcement, 
said, ‘‘I will never quit fighting 
for my rights.”

The Indians were excited, the 
troops were green. Some say Big 
Foot tossed dust in the air, a 
signal for resistance. Some say a 
soldier prodded a Sioux too en-- 
thusiastically with a bayonet. 

Both sides now agree that while 
it lasted the fighting was furious. 
The whites, despite their vastly 
superior forces, had 50 casualties. 
The unfortunate Indians had their 
problems multiplied by a blizzard 
which blew in the next day. Many 
of their injured froze to death. 

For ‘the last of the Indian wars, 
here is unpire Mundt’s decision: 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (#—Well, 
Tit okt today’ as if the Army may} 
lose a battle it thought it had 
safely won 65 years ago.

De- 
scendants of the Indians who took 
part in the fracas have a different 
view of what went on.

HOW TO KEEP WELL

"Depleted Energy 
And Fancied Illness 


A startling article appears in 
@ newspaper or magazine every 
mow and then concerning the 
number of well persons who con- 
sult physicians because of imagi- 
nary ailments. 


Estimates vary from 50 to 80 
per cent and the authors imply 
that in the majority of these pa- 
tients, symptoms are of nervous 
or emotional origin. 

In my opinion, these figures 
are a little high. In addition, 
most armchair medical stfate- 
gists give the impression that 
physicians have nothing to offer 
this group of individuals, who 
suffer largely from minor ail- 
ments such as vague abdominal 
pain, headache, palpitation, fa- 
tigue, or failure to concentrate, 

The physician begins with a 
thorough examination and if no 
physical abnormality can be 
found, he tries to determine 
whether the patient has a dis- 
turbing emotional problem. Some 
persons develop symptoms fol- 
lowing the' death of a friend or 
relative from heart disease or 
cancer. With reassurance, their 
complaints disappear. 

Others respond temporarily to 


- @ sedative, tonic, or vitamins but 


cramps. In other words, it Is 
not normal fatigue. Individual 
variations are common because 
some have a greater energy sup- 
ply than others do or are better 
able to conserve what they have. 


Dr. Hirsch says that avoidable * 


energy drainers consist of faulty 
eating habits, poor food, per- 
sistent overwork and overplay, 
unnecessary speeding up of all 
activities, inadequate rest and 
sleep, and excesses in sex, drink- 
ing, and smoking. All these fac- 
tors are relative because what 
is excessive for one may be nor- 
mal for another. 

Avoidable causes include 
allergy and-endocrine disorders 
associated with menstruation or 
the menopause. A borderline low 
blood sugar or blood calcium puts 
man or woman at a disadvantage 
because minor chemical changes 
can lead to various symptoms.
